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Bandits Sweep Down on American City 
and Dozen or More Are Slain in 
Pitched Battle Which Follows. 


MURDERODS ATTACK IS COMPLETE SURPRISE 


Outlaws, Holding Town an Hour, Routed 
by U.S. Cavalry Which Crosses the 
Mexican Border in Pursuit. 


Columbus, N. M., March 9.— 
Five hundred Mexican bandits be- 
lieved to have been lead by Fran- 
cisco Villa, crossed the interna- 
tional border under cover of dark- 
ness early today and attacked this 
town, killing a dozen or more men 
and women, including at least six 
United States soldiers. 


When the bandits fled toward 
Mexico some hours later they 
were pursued by United States 
troops who are said to have 
crossed the border. 


A large number of Mexican 
dead were left lying in the streets 
of Columbus, and at the border 
the Mexicans were subjected to a 
flank attack by Am-erican troops 
a.nd eighteen more of their num- 
ber were IdUed. 


Several ^.American citizens in 
Columbus'declared they person- 
ally saw Villa directing his men 
and a portmanteau disicovered by 
troops contained Villa's personal 
papers.

Pablo Lopez, second in command to 
Villa, was killed in the fighting. 


The attack was a surprise. Villa was 
Biipposed to have been forty-four miles 
ftway, having last night caused a tele- 
giam to be sent indicating hia presence 
at a Nogales ranch. 


The American. Dead. 


The number of slain American soldiers 
was placed at six. 
Four men, citizens 
of 
Columbus, 
and 
two 
women, 
are 
kno^vn to have been killed. Three other 
men and a woman are listed among the 
known wounded. 


Prior to the attack thb Villa bandits 
hanged three Americana whom they had 
held as prisoners for some days, accord- 
ing to information received here. 
Their 
bodies were burned, the report said. 


The Villa men were said to have been 
joined by, Oarranza soldiers after they 
crossed the border. A deep ditch paral- 
lels the United States army camp, the 
customs house and the railroad station. 
Through this gulley the bandits were 
able to make a concealed approach. 


Set Fire to Buildings. 


After posting snipers at advantageous 
points the bandits set fire to buildings. 
Including the depot and hotels. As the 
people rushed from their homes they 
weife shot down by the snipers. 
Civil- 
ians armed themselves and together with 
United States soldiers fought a battle of 
several hours with the bandits.

Slocum's revolver was shot from his hand 
as he left his quarters. ' 


Some of the bandits by speaking Eng- 
lish lured house folks to the street and 
shot them. 
From binning hotels and 
other structurea persons who sought to 
escape were killed or wounded. 


When dawn came the retreat of the 
Villa men was under way. »Villa himself 
apparently had left earlier when the 
snioers were driven off. 


Tn the streets lay the bodies of a num- 
ber of Mexican dead; a number of Mex- 
ican wounded WOTc-removed to the hos- 
pital.

dash out of the door. 
Both were dead 
when picked up later. 


Howling Mob Surges. 


C. C. Miller, owner of a drug store, 
was shot as he tried to qnter the dooi 
of the Hoover hotel, an adobe structure, 
whose mud walls protected a score. of 
cowering women and children, avIio re- 
mained in the rooms while a howling 
mob of bandits surged through the sur- 
rounding streets. 
Although they firsc 
attacked the camp of the Thirteenth 
cavaltry, it suffered little, although a 
number of American soldiers were killed 
and wounded and a number of cavalry 
horses ridden off by the Mexicans as 
they fled back toward Mexico after dcy- 
lieht. 


Mr and Mrs. Milton James and J. S. 
Dean, merchant, were later added to the 
list of Americans killed. 


Attack Complete Surprise. 


The attack was a complete surprise, 
Villa deceiving all the aiithorities by di». 
patching a telepa'm to Hachita, N M., 
last- night sayiiig that ho was at the 
Kogales ranch in Cliihuahua, near the 
border, at least forty-four miJea from 
here. Tliis telegram was ,signed ostensi- 
bly by the American caretaker of the 
ranch and stated that Villa personally 
was it the ranch house.

Congress is Aroused. 


The raid started a new agitation in 
congress where those who have opposed 
the administration's Mexican policy op- 
enly charged that the attack was proof 
of their repeated declarations that the 
Carranza government was important to 
deal with the situation. 
TTiere were 
indications early today that the Co- 
lumbus massacre undoubtedly would bo 
the occasion for another outbreak in 
the senate where the opponents of the 
administration Mexican policy have been 
most active. 
At the wiiite house the 
report of the massacre was received 
with evidence of the greatest concern. 
Officials familiar with the president's 
Mexican policy were silent vbut they in- 
dicated that the raid had brought the 
situation to a critical point where it 
might be difficult to stand by the policy 
of non-interference. 


One of the probable courses most 
discussed in official circles was to send 
American troops over the line to clean 
out the bandits. 
It was pointed out 
that sucli action could be taken with 
a declaration that there was no intention 
to impair the sovereignty of Mexico, or 
purpose of occupation of territory, but 
simply to deal with a situation menac- 
ing to the American border over which 
the Can-anza government evidently had 
no control.

COIinCE FUKD 


Biggest Contribution to Un- 
cle Sam Comes from 
New York by Mail. 


Washington, March 9.—A thii'ty thou- 
sand dollar contribution to the treah- 
ury's conscience found, the largest ,ever 
received, came in today's mail in a reg- 
istered package mailed yesterday morn- 
ing in New York. Under separate cov- 
er came a letter unsigned, dated Phila- 
delphia, but mailed in New Y'ork, which 
announced the sending of $30,000 and ex- 
plained that the sender had restored to 
the government $80,000 in all. 


The money came in a strong linen en- 
velope and was wrapped in a layer of 
thick brown paper. 
There were eighty- 
five $100 bills, 
twenty-one 
$500 bills, 
and eleven $1,000 bills. 
Most of them 
were gold certificates. 
The conscience 
fund on March 1 had reached a total of 
$459,933. 
The largest previous contri- 
bution was one of $18,000, the sender of 
which admitted that he had been guilty 
of customs frauds. The letter that ac- 
companied today's contribution read as 
follows: ^"In a separate package I am 
sending you $30,000 to be added to the 
conscience fund. This amount makes a 
sum aggregating $80,000 which I have 
sent the United States, or four times the 
amount which I stole years ago. I have 
hesitated abo.ut sending all this money 
because I think it does not really be- 
long to the government, but conscience 
has given no dest until I consummated 
the four fold return like the publican of 
old. 
May every thief understand the 
awfulness of the sin of stealing, is the 
sincere wish of a penitent. Let no one 
claim any of this amount on any pre- 
text."

a statement regarding alleged Belgian 
atrocities was attributed to him. 


"My brother Avas asked by a member 
of his congregation whether some fea- 
tures of the Belgian charges were true, 
and simply replied that he doubted the 
truth of some of them at least," said 
Dr. Tappert. 
"From that time on the 
persecutions have never ceased." 


He added that the Rev. R. C. Tap- 
pert's daughter' had been denounced as 
an paraiato after she declined to con- 
tribute to a fund for war purposes and 
that the Berlin pastors boys had been 
invited to swear allegiance to the Brit 
ish flag but had declined as they were 
Americans, 


In February Rev. Dr. Tappert said 
his brother received a warning signed 
by "The Berlin Boys,"' composed of a 
battalion at the barracks there, that if 
he did not leave the city in forty days, 
ho would be tarred and feathered. Then 
he resigned. 


"Seventy of the battalion 
member': 
called at the parsonage at midnight on 
Sunday and called to hini to come out,"' 
said Rev. Dr. G. H. Tappert, "he declin- 
ed. whereupon the front door of the par-' 
sonage was broken down and the place 
invaded.

through 
Avelino 
Monte.i, 
a 
wealthy merchant of Mcrida, Yucatan, 
who purchased the sisal and paid the 
planters with his own funds. 


In the regular course of business, in 
February, 1915, Montes had made a 
contract for sisal 
for the Harvester 
company's account x^cith the Yucatan 
regulatint: 
committee, 
the 
agency 
through which the Y'ucatan government 
controlled and ^till controls the sisal 
market. 


When only a small part of this pur- 
chaBc had been delivered, the ;;ovorn- 
ment of Yucatan peremptorily notified 
Montes that no more sisal would be de- 
livered on this contract unless he issued 
to a Yucatan government commission a 
letter of credit for New York funds in 
exchange for Yucatan currenc.y. 
Under 
this compulsion Montes issued a letter 
of credit, and afterwards made a pay- 
ment on it in New York entirely with 
his own funds. 
None of the Harvester 
company's money was used in the trans, 
action. The Harvester company did not 
know of it untn some time after the 
transaction wjp completed.

The deatii rate from tliat 
cause seems to be declining more rapidly 
than the general rate from all causes, the 
association asserts. 
In proof of tliis the 
association points to the report of tht 
bureau of cen.sus showing that the tuber 
culosls death rate declined from 200.7 pc 
100,000 population In 1904 to IIG.S in 19H

1914 tuberculosis

cent of all deaths in the registration area 
of the Unitea States.

reported late last night that he saw two 
parties of \'iJla-s men moving eastward 
from Bosques Grandes ranch toward Pa- 
lomas, an abandoned CaiTanza outpost 
six miles directly south of here. 
Col.

teenth cavalrj-, has heavy patrols out 
and two troops of cavalry at Gibson's 
ranch, fifteen miles w^st. Carranza cus- 
toms guards at border gates, three miles 
south of Columbus, had dug a few rifle 
pits for the fifty Carranza soldiers who 
fled Palomas when Villa appeared in the 
vicinity several davs ago. 


" Merchant Is KiUed. 
J. J. Moore, a merchant on a ranch one 
mile westward, was killed. A chauffeur 
driving an automobile with an El Paso 
license, name unknown, was killed and 
bis body burned.

them as those who nm dangerous risK«:. 
Men who have a businoss turn of mind 
will frequently take bold chances 
'n 
(some sort of financial speculation. Tflcy 
act upon the old proverb, "Nothing ven- 
tured, nothing won," and many of these 
men are apt to lose more than they 
gain. 
Then think of the thou«auda of 
•people M'ho take chances in the mniter 
of traveling'. We see it in manjv of the 
fatal accidents which occur everywhere. 
•It is a common thing for pcopl« in 
macrons to attempt to crois a railroad 
track whil« a train is approaching. They 
take the chance of cros«in£, but are 


either killed or seriously injured. Think, 
too, of the many fatal automobile acci- 
dents as the resiilts of taking senseless 
risks, 
ilanv of the deaths which are 
attributed to "divine Providence" ore 
nothing less than the rc8\ilts of human 
folly in the form of needless risks. But 
the greatest of follies is that of one« 
taking his chance of getting saved in 
the hour of death without any true 
preparation for that hour and for eter- 
nity. 
Slany an unsaved person has said 
that if ft, certain professing Chrietiun 
will go to Heaven when he dies, he 
himself will take a chance of going 
there just as he is. 
He says that his 
chance is a« good as that of any one. 
But such a .person shoiild know that; no 
one ever went to Heaven by chance. A 
sinner has many chances in this world 
.to actept salvation through faith in 
Christ. 
If he will not arail himself of 
such a chance, he will die unsaved and 
be eternallT lost. 
Q«t laved now.. 


"You will be leaving school very snon. 
It is most important that you should 
choose the kind of work you want to 
do. 
Talk over with your parents and 
your teacher what sort of work you 
would like, and what would suit yov 
beat.

Americans able to speak German, Avhc 
directly on their arrival in Russia would 
be sent into the internment camps of 
German prisoners, to make theniseh-es 
helpful in eA'ery Ava.v that their OAvn 
judgment mitrht sugge.st; and finall.y, an 
appeal from Italy asking for enough 


money 
to supply 
1,000,000 copies of 
Dr. Luzzi's translation of the New Tes- 
tament to soldiers in the Italian camps 
and trenches. 


The notable thing about all of these 
opportunities 
is 
that 
they 
represent 
chances to introduce an evangelical gos- 
pel among populations Avhere no sort of 
evangelical influence would have beeu 
Avelconie previous to the Avar. 
Yet no 
one of them can be said to be a par- 
ticularly unique call. 
They are simply 
gample.=i of almost innumerable 
door- 
Ava3's Avhich might be entered if there 
Avere men enough and funds enough. 
Practicall.v every prison camp on both 
sides of the belligerent lines, and every 
hospital, is ready to welcome Christian 
messengers, bent on practical kindness. 
In the hospitals alone this offers imme- 
diate access to 5.000,000 men and boy#. 
which is the number of wounded now 
under treatment of the military aur- 
geons in Europe—not counting any pre- 
viously discharged.—The Continent.

and Dozen or More Are Slain in 


Pitched Battle Which Follows. 


ftTTACK IS COMPLETE 


Outlaws, Holding Town an Hour, Routed 


by U.S. Cavalry Which Crosses the 


Mexican Border in Pursuit. 


Villa wa« 


- Columbus, N. M., March. 9.— ' 
Five hundred Mexican bandits be- 
lieved to have been lead by Fran- 
cisco Villa, crossed the interna- 
tional border under cover of dark- 
ness early today and attacked this 
town, killing a dozen or more men 
and women, including at least six 
United States soldiers. 


Wheu the bandits-fled toward 


Mexico some hours later they 
were pursued by United States 
troops who are said to have 
crossed the-border. 


A large number of Mexican 


dead were left lying in the streets 
of Columbus, and at the border 
the Mexicans were subjected to a 
flank attack by American troops 
and eighteen more of- their num- 
ber were killed. 


Several American citizens m 


Columbus declared they person- 
ally saw Villa directing his men 
and a portmanteau discovered by 
troops contained Villa's personal 
papers. 
, , 
Pablo Lopez, second jn command to 


Villa, was killed in the lighting. 


The attack was a surprise, 


supposed to have been forty-four miles 
awav, having last night caused a tele-, 
gram to be sent indicating his presence 
at a Kogales ranch. 


The American. Dead. 


The number of slain 'American soldiers 


was placed at six. Four men, citizens 
of- Columbus, anfl two 
women, 
are 


known to havo been killed. Three other 
men and a woman are listed among the 
known wounded. 
, , _ „ , , . . 
Prior to the attack tho Villa bandits 


hanged three Americans whom they had 
held as prisoners for some days, adcord- 
ing to information received here. Their 
bodies were burned, the report said. 


The Villa men were said to have been 


joined by Carranza soldiers after they, 
crossed the border. A deep ditch paral- 
lels the United States army camp, the 
customs house and the railroad station. 
Through this gulley the bandits were 
able to make a concealed approach. 


Set Fire to Buildings. 


After posting snipers at advantageous 


-obits the bandits set fire to buildings, 
including the depot and hotels.
